Dear Dr. Wetmore: 

Before you left Washington something was said to you 
about the unsatisfactory condition in which latterly the firm 
of Wheldon & Wesley have conducted the affairs of the Institu¬ 
tion in London. This has now reached a point where it is 
probably desirable to make a change, but I thought that you 
might find it practicable to make some inquiries while in 
London as to the condition of the affairs of this firm. 

I am inclined to think, from the fact that Wheldon & 
Wesley have been very slow in making remittances for Smith¬ 
sonian publications, for which they are now in arrears to the 
extent of $536.22, that the trouble may be due to financial 
embarrassment. The Institution has never pressed the firm

for prompt payment, and the accounts have run sometimes over 
a considerable period, but never to such a large amount as 
at present. I am also led to the conclusion that they are 
in financial straits from the fact that the Library last 
winter was unable to obtain through Wheldon & Wesley certain 
publications of the Zoological Society, and after repeated 
reminders Mr. Schmitt wrote directly to the Society and » 
asked why the Institution was not securing their publications

and stated that they had been ordered some months before from 
the firm of Wheldon & Wesley. He received a reply that the 
Society had had so much difficulty in obtaining remittances 
from this firm that they would no longer honor orders from them 
except when accompanied by cash. 

Complaints of this firm as agents for the International 
Exchanges have not been so serious, but there have been a number 
of occasions when inordinate delay in the delivery of packages 
has oocurred. In some instances it did not appear clearly that 
the fault was entirely Wheldon & Wesley’s, but on a more recent 
occasion, when complaint was made of non-receipt of a package, 
the excuse was given that the package ftad lain in the agents' 
hands in London undelivered for three weeks, owing to the ill¬ 
ness of the clerk who had charge of this part of the business. 

Altogether, I am afraid that we are up against the ne¬ 
cessity of placing the Smithsonian agency, both for the 
Institution and the International Exchange Bureau, in other 
hands, notwithstanding the fact that the firm of William Wesley 
&. Son and its successors, Wheldon & Wesley, have been our agents 
for over sixty years. 

Will you not, therefore, while you are in London make 
inquiries among those who might know something of the circum¬ 
stances of the firm of Wheldon & Wesley, and also regarding 
some desirable bookseller or other house that is in a position 
to carry on our work, both of the Institution and the Exchanges, 
in a satisfactory manner? As you probably know, Wheldon & 
Wesley have the exclusive sale of the publications of the 




Institution in Great Britain, on which, they are allowed a 33 
per cent commission, and they, of course, also receive a com¬ 
mission on any publications ordered through them by the Institu¬ 
tion and its branches. As Exchange agents the firm has been 
paid $900 per annum, and in addition the Institution pays the 
expenses of carriage on all sendings made through this firm for 
the Exchange Service. 

Should your inquiries confirm our belief that Wheldon & 
Wesley's condition is such that a change should be made, I should 
be glad to have you authorize some other firm which in your judg¬ 
ment is competent to satisfactorily carry on the work to take over 
the agency on July 1 next. We can later furnish such further de¬ 
tailed instructions as may be necessary. 

In this connection it occurs to me that you may wish to 
consider the following as possibilities:

in London. 

So far as the activities of the agency relate to the 
International Exchange Service, the work consists in distributing 
packages sent to it by the Smithsonian Institution and in for¬ 
warding opnai gnma nts to the Institution for distribution in the 
United States and territories subject to its jurisdiction* 

During a twelve month period about 400 boxes are forward¬ 
ed to the London agency, approximately 100 of which are for de¬ 
livery to their final destinations without being opened. During 
a like period publications to fill about 80 boxes are received 

by the London agency from English correspondents for transmission 

•_ 

to the Smithsonian Institution. Not counting the packages in 
box lots, the total number sent by the Institution to the agency 
in one year is about 20,000, and the number forwarded by the 

agency to the United States is 3,000. 

The London agency forwards all packages and boxes intended 
for distribution in Great Britain and Ireland by freight, express, 
mail or otherwise* These packages are delivered free of carriage 
costs to the consignees. 

Packages intended for distribution to correspondents in 
the United States and its possessions as donations or exchanges 
are received by the London agents and at frequent intervals for¬ 
warded in boxes to the Institution, transportation charges collect 
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The packages from British correspondents are delivered to the 

• ** t 

Smithsonian agency with carriage charges to London prepaid, 
except in the case of copies of British patent specifications, 
which are to be collected from the warehouse of the British 
Patent Office* The agency keeps such a record of the packages 
passing through its hands as will enable it to answer questions 
concerning the forwarding of any particular package about which 
inquiry might be made* 

In addition to an allowance of $900 per annum for ser¬ 
vices, rent of office space for conducting the work, etc., all 
expenses connected with the distribution of publications and 
the forwarding of consignments to Washington are met by the 
Smithsonian Institution upon presentation of detailed state¬ 
ments of the amounts expended, supported by sub-vouchers. 

These statements are to be rendered at Quarterly intervals 
beginning July 1 of each fiscal year. 

Consignments of international exchanges consist, for 
the most part, of governmental, scientific and literary pub¬ 
lications sent as gifts or exchanges* Occasionally the various 
branches of the United States Government use the service to 
import purchased books for official use. Permission also Is 
sometimes granted for the transmission of packages and boxes 
of specimens.

THE UNITED STATES INTERNATIONAL EXCHANGE SERVICE 

UNDER THE DIRECTION OF THE 

SMITHSONIAN INSTITUTION 


JN EFFECTING the world-wide distribution of its first publications, the Smithsonian 
Institution established foreign agencies by means of which it was enabled to mate¬ 
rially assist institutions and individuals of this country in the transmission of their 
publications abroad, and also foreign societies and individuals in distributing their 
publications in the United States. 

In more recent years the Smithsonian Institution has been charged with the duty 
of conducting the official Exchange Bureau of the United States Government, 
through which the publications authorized by Congress are exchanged for those of 
other governments; and by a formal treaty it acts as intermediary between the learned ( 

bodies and scientific and literary societies of this and other countries for the recep¬ 
tion and transmission of their publications. 

Attention is called to the fact that this is an international and not a domestic 
exchange service, and that it is designed to facilitate exchanges between the United 
States and other countries only. As publications from domestic sources for ad¬ 
dresses in Hawaii, the Philippine Islands, Porto Rico, and other territory subject to 
the jurisdiction of the United States do not come within the designation “interna¬ 
tional, ” they are not accepted by the Institution for transmission through the service. 




Packages prepared in accordance with the rules enumerated below will be 
received by the Smithsonian Institution from individuals or institutions of learning 
in the United States and forwarded to their destinations abroad through the various 
exchange bureaus or agencies in other countries. Many of those bureaus and agen¬ 
cies will likewise receive packages of publications from correspondents in their 
countries for distribution as gifts or exchanges to correspondents in the United 
States and its dependencies, and will forward them to Washington, after which the 
Institution will transmit them to their destinations by mail free of cost to the 
recipients. 

On receipt of a consignment from a domestic source it is assigned a “Record 
Number,” which number is, for identification purposes, placed on each package 
contained therein. After the packages have been recorded they are packed in 
boxes with publications from other senders and are forwarded by freight to the 
bureaus or agencies abroad which have undertaken to distribute exchanges in those 
countries. To Great Britain and Germany shipments are made weekly; to France 
and Italy, semi-monthly; and to all other countries consignments are forwarded at 
intervals not exceeding a month. 

The Institution assumes no responsibility in the transmission of packages in¬ 
trusted to its care, but at all times endeavors to forward exchanges safely and as 
promptly as possible. Especial attention should be called in this connection to the 
time ordinarily required for the delivery of packages sent through the Exchange 
Service. To Great Britain and Germany, for example, where weekly shipments are 
made, the average time for a package to reach its destination is about six weeks. To 
those countries to which shipments are made at semi-monthly and monthly intervals, 
the time of delivery is, of course, somewhat longer, depending on the distance and also 
whether packages are received at the Institution immediately before or after a ship¬ 
ment. If, therefore, advance notices are mailed by senders, mention should be made 
of the above facts in order that consignees may expect some delay between the receipt 
of notices and the arrival of packages. In cases where greater dispatch is desired, 
publications should be forwarded by the senders to their foreign destinations direct 
by mail. 


RULES. 

The rules governing the Smithsonian International Exchange Service are as 
follows: 

1. Consignments from correspondents in the United States containing packages 
for transmission abroad should be addressed— 


Smithsonian Institution, 

International Exchanges, 

Washington, D. C. 

and forwarded with carriage charges to Washington prepaid. 

2. In forwarding a consignment the sender should mail a letter to the Insti¬ 
tution stating by what route it is being shipped, and the number of boxes or par¬ 
cels comprising the shipment. A list giving the name and address of each con¬ 
signee should also be furnished. It is important that this request be complied with 
in order that a detailed record of the contents of consignments may be kept in the 
files of the Exchange Office for use in answering inquiries concerning the forward¬ 
ing of packages. 

3. Packages should be legibly and fully addressed, using, when practicable, the 
language of the country to which they are to be forwarded. In order to avoid any 
possible dispute as to ownership, names of individuals should be omitted from pack¬ 
ages intended for societies and other establishments. 

4. Packages should be securely wrapped, using cardboard, if necessary, to 
protect plates from crumpling. 

5. Letters are not permitted in exchange packages. 

6. If donors desire acknowledgments, packages may contain receipt-forms to 
be signed and returned by the establishment or individual addressed. Should pub¬ 
lications be desired in exchange, a request to that effect may be printed on the 
receipt-form or on the package. 

7. The work carried on by the International Exchange Service is not in any 
sense of a commercial nature, but is restricted to the transmission of publications 
sent as exchanges or donations. Books sold or ordered through the trade are, there¬ 
fore, necessarily excluded. 

8. Specimens are not accepted for distribution, except when permission has 
been obtained from the Institution. 

For a list of bureaus or agencies through which the distribution of exchanges 
is effected see next page. Those in the larger countries and many of those in the 
smaller countries forward to the Smithsonian Institution reciprocal contributions for 
distribution in the United States.

Dear Doctor Wetmore* 

This is to assure you that your box marked ‘’correo" yielded results 
at this end of the line after an interval of exactly ten days. I was very glad 
to hear of your work and hope it will continue to be pleasant and profitable. 

The bill for the extension of the National Museum came up before the 
House about three weeks ago but unfortunately Mr. Schafer of Wisconsin was 
objecting to everything that came up that morning so it had to go over. Within 
a few days after, it passed the Senate without opposition and will come up again 
in the House when it will take more than one objection to stop it. 

Mrs. Abbot and I spent a week-end very pleasantly indeed with Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles A. Stone at his stud farm near Charlottesville. They are de¬ 
lightful hosts and Mr. Stone told me very interesting tales of his early career. 
He is much interested in the Institution and will, I think, make an exception¬ 
ally satisfactory Regent if his appointment can be approved. At the request of 
Senator Smoot, I talked with Senator Norris about it yesterday, a«i although 
he said he appreciated all the excellent qualifications I urged in Mr. Stone's 
favor, and had no doubt that he was a man of very high attainments and excel¬ 
lence, yet an association with the power interests taken in conjunction with 
the Niagara Falls pamphlet required him to oppose the nomination to his best 
ability* It is likely, however, that Senator Smoot will be able to get it 


through the Senate, and in the House I think there will be no difficulty# 










A meeting of the Board of Regents will be held on the 29th for the 
election of a Chancellor. 

I have been working, such time as I can get, on the relation of the 
variation of the sun to the variation of temperature of Washington and other 
stations, and am convinced that there is a very close and immediate relation 
shown there. 

I have decided to appoint Mr. L. B. Aldrich assistant director of 
the Astrophysical Observatory in order that a more continuous and responsible 
oversight may be had on its work than I am able to give it. This appointment 
will take effect May 21. 

Mr. Child has come up with a proposition in relation to obtaining 
support for an expedition, including some amateurs, in the Pacific Ocean, but 
I told him it was immediately concerned with the National Museum and that I 
would be obliged to ask him to take up the matter with you after your return. 

A gentleman named James Arthur died recently leaving by his will 
$75,000 to be used unconditionally for the promotion of studies of the sun, 
except that he specifies that a lecture shall be given yearly with an honorarium 
of $250 on some subject connected with the sun. Otherwise the income of the 
fund is to be used at our discretion. This gentleman asked a question of the 
Institution in 1911, three more in 1918 and 1919, all of which we were able 
to answer to his satisfaction, so it is likely that this courtesy on our part 
induced him to thus favor us.
